In this agree- 
ment the city promises to raze 
houses that are condemned. It} 
is understood that as each new 
low-rent residential unit is com- 
pleted, a sub-standard dwelling 
will be torn down. 

Also in the interests of speed, 
members of the Upland Housing 
Authority, Otto S, Roen, project 
director, and Mrs. Esther Black, 
secretary, are strenuously wo. 
ing to complete the application 
details. 

Rather than advance $2,000 to 
the Upland Housing Avthority as 
had been requested, the city coun- 
cil last night arranged to advance 
$500 and to advance additional 
money as needed. 

Early in January the pen |

that half a million dollars had 
been “earmarked” for the local 
project, The money is scheduled | 
to be used to erect a group of 
houses for persons whose income 
is too low to afford them suit- 
able residential facilities.

All Varieties of Citrus Show 
Gains—Saleable Orange 
Culls Make Big Gain 





Substantial increase of the local 
citrus pack in all classifications is | 
shown in 1940 citrus crop report 
for the Upland district just releas- 
ed by the local office of the county 
department of agriculture. 

The comparison with 1939 esti- 
mated acreage figures is notable 
inasmuch as it reveals that 1940's ; 
heavy crop increase was harvest- | 
ed from less acreage than the 1939 
crop. Various crop increases aver- 
aged from around one-fourth to 
around one-half over the previous 
year. The grapefruit pack is near- 
ly doubled, 

Figures in the 1940 report show: 
Navel bearing acreage totaled 
2,483 acres supplying 638,435.25 | 

packed boxes of fruit. 

Valencia bearing acreage total- 
ed 1,055.1 acres, yielding 297,694.- 
50 packed boxes, 

Thirty-five acres of 
eous orange varieties 
8,209.50 packed boxes. 

Lemon acreage of 2,220.8 bear- 
ing acres produced 602,869.50 | 
packed boxes. 

Grapefruit bearing acreage of 
84.9 acres . produced 85,001.50 
packed boxes of fruit. 

Comparing figures for loose cit- 
rus and saleable culls in the re- 
ports shows considerable gains, 
as a whole, for 1940. However, a 
tremendous increase for oranges 
in this classification accounted for 
the gain, as lemons and grapefruit 
fell off. 

The report shows 11,746 pounds : 
of loose and saleable culls for 
oranges with a total value of $97,- 
259.57. 

Lemon culls account for 22,809,- 
354 pounds, having a total value 
of $179,509.61. 

There were 39,582.35 pounds of 
grapefruit valued at $545.26. Ap- 
proximately 55 tons of grapefruit 
were dumped as being of no value. 

The crop report detailed the 
yield of other types of orchards 
and fruits. Three and one-half 
acres of avocadoes produced 7 
tons with a value of $80 per ton. 
One acre of strawberries produced 
200 crates of berries valued at 
$1.95 per crate. 

Grape acreage of 25.5 acres 
produced 80,tons of grapes with a 
value of $18.50. Peach orchards 
totaled 36 acres yielding 75 tons 
of peaches with a value of $40 per 
ton; Five acres of persimmons pro- 
duced one ton of fruit with a value 
of $50.
